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N.D. OKs Strict Abortion Ban 


Procedure outlawed 
as early as six weeks 
into a pregnancy 

Bismarck, N.D. 

Gov. Jack Dairy mple signed leg- 
islation Tuesday that would make 
North Dakota the nation’s most 
restrictive state on abortion rights, 
banning the procedure if a fetal 
heartbeat can be detected — some- 
thing that can happen as early as 
six weeks into a pregnancy. 

The Republican governor also 
signed into law another measure 
that would make North Dakota 
the first to ban abortions based on 


genetic defects such as Down syn- 
drome, and a measure that requires 
a doctor who performs abortions 
to be a physician with hospital- 
admitting privileges. 

Abortion-rights advocates have 
promised a legal fight that they say 
will be long, costly and unwinna- 
ble for the state. 

The measures, which would 
take effect Aug. 1, are fueled in part 
by an attempt to close the state’s 
sole abortion clinic in Fargo. Dal- 
rymple, in a statement, said the so- 
called fetal heartbeat bill is a direct 
challenge to the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s 1973 Roe v. Wade ruling 
that legalized abortion up until a 
fetus is considered viable, usually 


Meanwhile ... 

The Republican-led North Da- 
kota legislature has endorsed a 
spate of anti-abortion legislation 
this year. Lawmakers moved last 
week to outlaw abortion by passing 
a resolution defining life as starting 
at conception, essentially banning 
abortion in the state. The measure 
is likely to come before voters in No- 
vember 2014. Representatives also 
endorsed a billthat would ban abor- 
tions after 20 weeks of pregnancy 
based on the disputed premise that 
fetuses feel pain at that point. That 
bill is awaiting Gov. Jack Dalrym- 
ple’s signature, (ap) 


at 22 to 24 weeks. 

“Although the likelihood of this 
measure surviving a court chal- 
lenge remains in question, this 
bill is nevertheless a legitimate 
attempt by a state legislature to 
discover the boundaries of Roe v. 
Wade,” Dalrymple said. 

The legislation doesn’t speci- 
fy how a fetal heartbeat would be 
detected. 

Arkansas passed a 12-week 
ban earlier this month that pro- 
hibits most abortions when a fetal 
heartbeat can be detected using 
an abdominal ultrasound. That 
ban is scheduled to take effect 90 
days after the Arkansas legisla- 
ture adjourns, james macpherson (ap)

EPA: Many U.S. Rivers, 
Streams in ‘Poor’ Shape 


Washington 

More than half of the country’s riv- 
ers and streams are in poor bio- 
logical health, unable to support 
healthy populations of aquatic 
insects and other creatures, accord- 
ing to a new nationwide survey 
released Tuesday. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency sampled nearly 2,000 loca- 
tions in 2008 and 2009 — includ- 
ing rivers as large as the Mississip- 
pi River and streams small enough 
for wading. The study found more 
than 55 percent of them in poor con- 
dition, 23 percent in fair shape and 
21 percent in good biological health. 

The most widespread problem 
was high levels of nutrient pollu- 
tion, caused by phosphorus and 
nitrogen washing into rivers and 
streams from farms, cities and sew- 
ers. High levels of phosphorus — a 
common ingredient in detergents 


Other Risks 

In the stream and river study, the 

Environmental Protection Agency 
also found some potential risks for 
human health. In 9 percent of riv- 
ers and streams, bacteria exceed- 
ed thresholds protective of human 
health. And mercury, which is toxic, 
was found in fish tissue along 13,000 
miles of streams at levels exceeding 
health-based standards, (ap) 


and fertilizers — were found in 
40 percent of rivers and streams. 

“This new science shows 
that America’s streams and riv- 
ers are under significant pres- 
sure,” said Nancy Stoner, acting 
assistant administrator of EPA’s 
water office. “We must continue to 
invest in protecting and restoring 
our nation’s streams and rivers.”

Woman to Lead Secret Service 


With appointment, 
Obama signals 
desire for change 


Washington 


President Barack Obama on Tues- 
day named veteran Secret Service 
agent Julia Pierson as the agency’s 
first female director, signaling his 
desire to change 
the culture at the 
male-dominat- 
ed service, which 
has been marred 
by scandal. 

Pierson, who 
most recently 

served as the 

agency’s chief of staff, will take 
over from Mark Sullivan, who 
announced his retirement last 
month. The agency faced intense 
criticism during Sullivan’s tenure 
for a prostitution scandal during 
preparations for Obama’s trip to 
Cartagena, Colombia, last year. 



Pierson 


Marred by Scandal 

Thirteen Secret Service employees were caught up in last year’s prosti- 
tution scandal. After a night of heavy partying in the Caribbean resort city of 
Cartagena, the employees brought women, including prostitutes, back to the 
hotel where they were staying. The incident became public, and eight of the 
employees were forced out of the agency, three were cleared of serious mis- 
conduct and at least two have been fighting to get their jobs back. The incident 
took place ahead of President Barack Obama’s arrival in Colombia, and the ser- 
vice said the president’s safety was never compromised. But news of the scan- 
dal overshadowed the summit and embarrassed the U.S. delegation, (ap) 


The incident raised questions 
within the agency about the cul- 
ture, particularly during foreign 
travel. In addition to protecting 
the president, the Secret Service 
also investigates financial crimes. 

“Over her 30 years of experience 
with the Secret Service, Julia has 
consistently exemplified the spirit 
and dedication the men and women 
of the service demonstrate every 
day,” Obama said in a statement 
announcing Pierson’s appoint- 
ment, which does not require Sen- 
ate confirmation. 


At the Secret Service, Pierson has 
served as deputy assistant direc- 
tor of the office of protective oper- 
ations, assistant director of human 
resources and training and chief of 
staff. She started in 1983 as a spe- 
cial agent in Miami. Before that, she 
was a police officer in Orlando, Fla. 

“Julia is eminently qualified to 
lead the agency that not only safe- 
guards Americans at major events 
and secures our financial system, 
but also protects our leaders and 
our first families, including my 
own,” Obama said, julie pace (ap) 


Consumer Confidence Drops 


Washington 

Americans are less confident in 
the economy than they were last 
month as the $85 billion across-the- 
board government spending cuts 
have stoked economic uncertainty. 

Americans’ views have fluctuat- 
ed between optimism and angst over 
the months as they’ve weighed an 
advancing stock market and hous- 
ing recovery against new econom- 
ic challenges. 

The Conference Board, a New 
York-based private research group, 
said Tuesday that its Consumer 
Confidence Index fell in March to 
59.7 from a revised reading of 68 
in February and the 68.7 that ana- 
lysts polled by research firm Fact- 
Set expected. Confidence is still far

because it makes a monthly gauge 
of how Americans are feeling about 
their jobs, incomes and other issues.

Rebels Condemned for 
Looting in Wake of Coup 

Aid groups and the international com- 
munity on Tuesday condemned Looting 
in Central African Republic’s capital of 
Bangui, saying that even hospitals had 
been robbed after a weekend coup that 
ousted the president of a decade. Rebel 
Leader MicheL Djotodia on Monday de- 
clared himself the new leader, saying he

Italy Orders Retrial for Knox 


U.S. woman was 
cleared in 2011 in 
slaying of roommate 

Rome 

Italy’s highest criminal court 
ordered a whole new trial for 
Amanda Knox and her former Ital- 
ian boyfriend on Tuesday, overturn- 
ing their acquittals in the gruesome 
slaying of her British roommate. 

The move extended a legal bat- 
tle that has become a cause cele- 
bre in the U.S. and raised a host of 
questions about how the next phase 
of Italian justice would play out. 

Knox, now a 25-year-old Uni- 
versity of Washington student in 
Seattle, called the decision by the 
Rome-based Court of Cassation 
“painful” but said she was con- 
fident she would be exonerated. 

The American left Italy a free 
woman after her 2011 acquittal — 
but only after serving nearly four 
years of a 26-year prison sentence 
from a lower court that convicted 
her of murdering Meredith Kercher. 

Raffaele Sollecito, Knox’s Ital- 
ian boyfriend at the time, was also 
convicted, sentenced and later

acquitted. 

It could be months before a date 
is set for a fresh appeals court trial 
for Knox and Sollecito in Florence. 

Italian law cannot compel Knox 
to return for the new trial, and one 
of her lawyers, Carlo Dalla Vedo- 
va, said she had no plans to do so. 

“She thought that the nightmare 
was over,” Dalla Vedova told report- 
ers. “[But] she’s ready to fight.” 

For those familiar with the U.S. 
legal principle of “double jeopardy” 
— by which no one who is acquit- 
ted of a crime can be tried again for 
it — the idea that the Italian jus- 
tice system allows prosecutors to 
appeal acquittals is hard to absorb. 

It was a tough blow for Knox, 
whose parents have had to mort- 
gage their homes to raise funds for 
her lengthy defense. 

Prosecutors alleged that Kerch- 
er was the victim of a drug-fueled 
sex game gone awry. Knox and Sol- 
lecito denied wrongdoing and said 
they weren’t even in the apartment 
that night, though they acknowl- 
edged they had smoked marijuana 
and their memories were clouded.

N. Korea Warns of High-Level Prep for Combat 


Seoul, S. Korea 

North Korea’s military warned 
Tuesday that its artillery and rock- 
et forces are at their highest-level 
combat posture in the latest in a 
string of bellicose threats aimed at 
South Korea and the United States. 

North Korea, angry over routine 
U.S.-South Korean drills and recent 
U.N. sanctions punishing it for its 
Feb. 12 nuclear test, has vowed to 
launch a nuclear strike against the 
United States and repeated its near- 
ly two-decade-old threat to reduce

North Korea’s announcement 

about its military preparations 
Tuesday came as South Koreans 
marked the third anniversary of the 
sinking of a warship in which 46 sail- 
ors died. Seoul says the ship was hit 
by a North Korean torpedo, which 
the North denies. At a ceremony 
marking the anniversary, South Ko- 
rean President Park Geun-hye again 
urged the North to abandon its nu- 
clear weapons program. (AP)

The Gypsy girl is on a mission:

The twice-a-year event’s rep- 
utation goes back generations. It 
used to take place in a muddy open 
field.

Study: Firm tested 
concrete improperly 
at Md. transit hub 

Silver Spring 

The firm hired by Montgom- 
ery County, Md., to perform field 
inspections on the Silver Spring 
Transit Center improperly tested 
the strength of concrete, appar- 
ently failed to measure its thick- 
ness and didn’t raise sufficient 
concerns when the concrete start- 
ed to crack, according to indepen- 
dent engineers and county officials. 

Concrete not strong enough to 
sustain the daily strain on the tran- 
sit center is one of multiple design 
and construction failures identified 
by engineering consultants last 
week in a report on the $112 mil- 
lion train-and-bus hub, which is 
$80 million over budget and two 
years behind schedule. 

Balter, an Owings Mill, Md., 
firm, handles field inspections and 
materials testing on all of the coun- 
ty’s capital construction projects. 

At the transit center, one of 
Balter’s key responsibilities was 
to test concrete as it was trucked 
to the construction site in 2010

and 2011. According to the study, 
by KCE Structural Engineers, the 
samples tested by Balter showed 
that the concrete met the required 
strength. But when the consultant 
tested samples taken from the fin- 
ished slabs last year, it was found 
to be below the required strength. 

Among KCE’s findings was that 
“apparently not all of the [Balter] 
inspectors had the certificates 


required of them by the county.” 

The issue sent county officials 
scrambling last week to check 
resumes and qualifications of Bal- 
ter staff working on seven active 
projects: new libraries in Silver 
Spring, Gaithersburg and Olney; 
the Plum Gar Neighborhood Rec- 
reation Center in Germantown; the 
Travilah fire station; the Third Dis- 
trict police station in Silver Spring;

tion Center in Derwood.

McDonnell OKs Va. Voter ID Law 


Governor signs bill 
that could take effect 
as soon as fall 2014 

Washington 

Virginia Gov. Bob McDonnell has 
signed a bill that would require vot- 
ers to present a photo ID to cast a 
ballot as soon as fall 2014. 

McDonnell also issued an exec- 
utive order directing the State 
Board of Elections to implement a 
plan to inform the public about the 
changes. The board also would help 


people lacking appropriate photo 
identification to obtain IDs before 
the 2014 elections, when the mea- 
sure would take effect. 

The General Assembly passed 
the legislation this session over 
the objection of Democrats, who 
called the measure an unneces- 
sary burden on the poor, elderly 
and minorities. 

In signing the bill, McDonnell 
emphasized that the law would pro- 
vide for a free photo ID to anyone 
who lacks one.

District of Columbia officials say a study 
that shows medical claims costs will 
increase in the city under President 
Barack Obama’s health care overhaul is 
using flawed data.

Are We Headed for 
A Housing Bubble? 

Average home prices in 

metropolitan Washington were up 
by double-digit percentages in three 
out of the past four months. Are 
we seeing signs that we’re headed 
for another bubble here in the 
Washington area? 

The short answer is no. At least 
not the kind of bubble we experienced 
in 2002 through 2006. Stricter un- 
derwriting standards have limited the 
pool of potential homebuyers to those 
who are most qualified. The demand 
this time is based more closely on 
market fundamentals. And the recent 
price growth is “real." Or “more real." 

It remains to be seen if the region’s 
home prices are sustainable, but 
there are at least two trends at work 
to suggest that the pace of price 
growth will be more moderate. 

First, across the U.S., housing 
markets have bottomed out, job 
growth is on the rise and investors are 
being lured to other regions. Second, 
the structure of the Washington-area 
economy and the demographic make- 
up of its population is changing. 


It is unlikely we 
will see persistent 
double-digit price 
growth. 


As a result of those changes, 
the demand for rental housing and 
smaller, more moderately priced 
owner housing will outpace the 
demand for larger, more expensive 
housing. 

The local housing market will 
continue to improve, though it is 
unlikely we will see persistent double- 
digit price growth.

A Daunting Proposition 

Supreme Court signals it won’t weigh in on Califs gay-marriage ban 



Washington 

The Supreme Court dove into a his- 
toric debate on gay rights Tuesday 
that could soon lead to the resump- 
tion of same-sex marriage in Cali- 
fornia, but the justices signaled they 
may not be ready for a major nation- 
al ruling on whether America’s gays 
and lesbians have a right to marry. 

The court’s first major exami- 
nation of gay rights in 10 years con- 
tinues today, when the justices will 
consider the federal law that pre- 
vents legally married gay couples 
from receiving a range of benefits 
afforded straight married people. 

The issue Tuesday was more fun- 
damental: Does the Constitution 
require that people be allowed to 
marry whom they choose, regardless 
of gender? That the question was in 
front of the Supreme Court at all was 
startling, given that no state recog- 
nized same-sex unions before 2003 
and 40 states still don’t allow them. 

Demonstrators crowded the court, 
waving signs, sometimes chanting. 

Inside, Justice Samuel Alito cau- 
tioned against a broad ruling because

the issue of gay marriage is so new. 

“You want us to step in and ren- 
der a decision based on an assess- 
ment of the effects of this institution 
which is newer than cellphones or the 
Internet? I mean, we do not have the 
ability to see the future,” Alito said. 

It was clear from the start of the 
80-minute argument that the jus- 
tices had doubts about whether they 
should be hearing the challenge to 
California’s Proposition 8, the state’s 


voter-approved gay-marriage ban. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, the 
potentially decisive vote, suggested 
the justices could dismiss the case 
with no ruling at all. Several mem- 
bers of the court were troubled by the 
Obama administration’s main conten- 
tion that when states offer same-sex 
couples civil union rights of marriage, 
as California and eight other states 
do, they also must allow marriage. 

Chief Justice John Roberts also 
questioned whether gay marriage 
proponents were arguing over a label. 

If the court wants to find an exit 
without making a decision about gay 
marriage, it has two basic options. 

It could rule that the opponents 
have no right, or legal standing, to 
defend Proposition 8 in court. 

The justices could also decide 
that they should not have agreed 
to hear the case. That would likely 
allow gay marriages to resume in 
California since an appeals court 
struck down Proposition 8. Same- 
sex marriages were authorized by 
the California Supreme Court before 
voters passed the measure in 2008.

In 2008, California vot- 
ers approved Proposi- 
tion 8— the “yes” vote 
was in favor of elimi- 
nating same-sex mar- 
riage— 52.3 percent 
to 47.7 percent. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama, 
who opposed same-sex 
marriage at the time, 
won California with 
61.1 percent on the 
same day. In Los Ange- 
les County, the state’s 
most populous, the 
measure won a narrow 
majority of 50.1 per- 
cent.

African-American vot- 
ers were overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of banning 
same-sex marriage

they supported Obama 
(94 percent). Hispanic 
voters backed Proposi- 
tion 8 by a 53 percent 
to 47 percent margin, 
while giving President 
Obama 74 percent. 

The Explanation 

Many largely black 
churches supported 
the ban. Hispanics, a 
heavily Catholic bloc, 
were also inclined to 
side with their faith. De- 
mographics weren’t the 
only reason for Prop- 
osition 8’s success, 

GOP strategist Rob 
Stutzman said: “The 
better campaign won."

Both 
are loaded with talent, have great 
coaches and were relatively high 
seeds. 

The rest of the West was a mess, 
at least in terms of trying to put 
together a bracket. 

New Mexico, Kansas State and 
Wisconsin, seeded 3-5, didn’t get 
past their first games. Top-seeded 
Gonzaga struggled in its first game, 
lost its second. La Salle had to win 
a play-in game, then knocked off 
two teams with better seeds. 

Of the region’s 12 games so

far, seven were won by the team 
with the worse seed, by far the 
most of the NCAA tournament’s 
four regions. 

The West has indeed been wild, 
so, in a way, it seems fitting that 
Wichita State and La Salle would 
play in the nightcap of the regional 
semifinals Thursday night at Sta- 
ples Center in Los Angeles. 

“It’s not parity. Everyone’s 
good,” La Salle coach John Giannini 
said. “Maybe no one is great the 
way Jordan, Perkins and Worthy 
were, [or] Patrick Ewing’s teams, 
but everybody is good.” 

It’s a hard point to argue. 


Gonzaga came into the NCAA 
tournament as the nation’s hottest 
team, ranked No. 1 the final two 
weeks of the regular season and one 
of four No. 1 seeds in the field of 68. 

The Zags labored in their open- 
er before pulling away from South- 
ern University to avoid becom- 
ing the first No. 1 seed to lose to a 
No. 16. Instead, Gonzaga became 
the first top seed to go down in this 
year’s tournament, knocked out by 
the somewhat shocking Shockers 
of Wichita State. 

“I lost it a little bit, just the 
instant reaction and realizing this 
was the finish,” Gonzaga senior 
Mike Hart said after the 76-70 loss. 
“That’s the brutality of the NCAA 
tournament — how great it can be 
and how quickly it can all end.” 

That was certainly the case in 
the West. 

No. 14 seed Harvard blew up 


brackets everywhere with a vic- 
tory over No. 3 New Mexico, a 
favorite dark-horse pick to reach 
the Final Four. 

Wisconsin was unable to build 
off its run to the Big Ten tourna- 
ment title game and was bounced 
by Mississippi and its mouthy 
guard, Marshall Henderson. 

La Salle didn’t even get its own 
seeding; the Explorers had to share it 
with Boise State, earning the spot by 
beating the Broncos in the First Four. 
La Salle followed that up by taking 
out No. 4 Kansas State and made it 
three wins in five days by bringing 
down Henderson and the Rebels. 

Wichita State pulled off a mild 
upset in its opening game by roll- 
ing over No. 8 seed Pittsburgh, then 
took down a tournament titan, ral- 
lying from an eight-point second- 
half deficit to beat Gonzaga. john

Nike Takes 
Heat for Ad 
With Tiger

Nike is causing a social media 
storm with its latest online ad 
showing a picture of Tiger Woods 
overlaid with a quote from him, 
“Winning takes care of everything.” 

The ad, posted on Facebook and 
Twitter, is supposed to allude to the 
fact that the golfer recovered from 
career stumbles to regain his world 
No. 1 ranking on Monday, which he 
lost in October 2010. But some say 
it’s inappropriate in light of Woods’ 
past marital woes. It’s the latest con- 
troversy for the company, which 
recently had to cut ties with biker 
Lance Armstrong and runner Oscar 
Pistorius due to separate scandals. 

Woods has long used the phrase 
— at least since 2009 — whenev- 
er reporters ask him about his or 
other golfers’ rankings. 

The ad had garnered more than 
10,000 likes and 2,000 shares on 
Facebook by Tuesday evening, as 
well as hundreds of comments, many 
congratulating Woods on the rank- 
ing, but others commenting that 
the ad sends the wrong message 
in light of Woods’ past problems. 
His 5-year marriage to Elin Norde- 
gren collapsed in 2010 after affairs 
came to light. 

Nike spokeswoman Beth Gast 
said that the ad references Wood’s 
refrain that he competes to win. 

“When asked about his goals, 
such as getting back to No. 1, he 
has said consistently winning is

Choosing

Save It, ABC 

I’m used to turning on the TV and 
seeing ads that ask me to save things in 
need, like starving children or abused 
animals. I’m not used to commercials 
that ask me to save a TV show. 

But there I was, watching 
“Suburgatory" on ABC last week, when 
a voice told me that I have the power to 
save “Happy Endings." 

From what, exactly? 
The ad wasn’t dear, but 
I can read between the 
lines: ABC is saying, 
“Watch, or it’s canceled." 

The fact that the 
sitcom is in need of 
saving isn’t a surprise:

ABC has manufactured a “Save This 
Show" campaign for something that 
only it has the power to save. By passing 
the buck to fans, the network has made 
it obvious it has about as much faith in 
the show as it does in its viewers.

Keith Urban’s to-do list goes some-

Why do The Strokes continue to 
intrigue us? 

The band has one great album 
to its credit; they don’t come much 
better than 2001’s “Is This It.” But 
each subsequent album, from 2003’s 
likable “Room on Fire” to 2011’s dis- 
jointed disaster “Angles,” has proven 

— emphatically and exponentially 

— that this is a band with just one 
major artistic statement to its name. 

So why all the good vibes? 

Simply, The Strokes were the 
perfect rock ’n’ roll group, that 
most American of institutions. And 
nobody since has taken over as the 
nation’s great rock ’n’ roll group. 
Vampire Weekend? Too clean. Black

Race to Iditarod 



Act early to reserve 
a hotel for the iconic 
2014 event in Alaska 


Adventure 

If you want to see mushers cross 
the finish line at the world’s most 
famous sled-dog race in March 2014, 
better make your reservations soon. 

There aren’t many hotel rooms 
available at the end of the Iditar- 
od Trail Sled Dog Race in Nome, 
Alaska, leaving mushers and their 
families battling with fans, tourists 
and volunteers for a place to sleep. 

“Call early and get going,” 
advised Richard Beneville, a Nome 
tour company operator and cham- 
ber of commerce official. 

The Iditarod Trail Sled Dog 
Race always starts the first Satur- 
day of March in Anchorage with a 
ceremonial run. The competitive 
race starts the next day in Willow, 
about 50 miles north of Anchorage. 

Mushers will travel with their 
dog teams a thousand miles over 
treacherous Alaska wilderness to 
reach Nome, a Bering Sea coast- 
al community located on Alaska’s 
wind-whipped western coast. The 
winner usually comes in about nine 
days after the start in Willow. 

For fans traveling to Nome, 
flights aren’t a problem. What is 


Where to Stay 

For fans traveling to Nome, it 
might be tricky to find a place to 
stay — it only has three hotels: 

» The Nugget Inn is located in 
front of the famous finish line for the 
Iditarod and has 46 rooms. It requires 
a stay of seven nights or longer for 
reservations made by Jan. 1. 

» The Polaris Hotel has 34 rooms, 
almost all of which are booked for 
next year. 

» The Aurora Inn doesn’t open 
reservations for Iditarod week until 
April 1; the inn always sells out the 
same day. Reservations for the inn’s 
54 rooms are only accepted by email.
